Preliminary steps inthat direction were 
taken yesterday mortng in the offices of 
the home mission committee of the gen- | 
eral assembly in tls city, those par- 
ticIpating being amog the leading Pres- 
byterians of the Emire State of the 
south, their work beg based upon an 
authority created bythe synod of Géor- 
gia in convention asembled at Griffin | 
during the month ofNovember, 1905. 

It is yet fresh itn the memory of the. 
reading public thatthe Presbyterians | 
of Georgia began afew years ago awe 
effort establish «a educational 4n 
stitution of high grak While the move- 
ment Wwas vet somethtat embroyonic it 
was suggested not lag ago that a mil- 
lion dollar universitybe established here 
in Atlanta. The propsition met with the 
hearty approval cf Alantans and within 
a short time a quart of @ million dol- | 
lars was subscribed ight here toward | 
the university. 

But for some reas@the Presbyterians | 
of the south did notiink the time had 
arrived for the creaim of a school of 
the magnitude contemlated by the mov- 
ants, and. as has beeistated, the gener2] 
assembly of that @rch declared by 
resolution during thisssion at Dallas, 
Tex. that the plan ns not feasible at 
that time. 

Georgians Ket at Work. 

While accepting te verdict of the 
general assembly of the south Georgia 
Presbyterians did no#andon their de- 
sires for a high-graé& college of that 
faith. To all, otherdenominations as 
well as the Presbyterias, it Was apparent 
that Georgia needed mre Golleges, that 
too many high-class sols could not be 
thrown open to the seers Of knowledge. 
It was shown by. thePresbyterians zeal- 
ous in the movement ist there are fewer 
institutions of a higigrade in Georgia 
than in any state sori of the Potomac.

Mr. Field was vwice married, his first 
wife ‘having died several years ago. Mrs. 
Kield left two children—Ethel, now mar- 
ried and residing at Leamington, Eng- 
land, and Marshal Field, Jr., who accl- 
dentally shot himself at his home in Chi- 
cago November 22, 1905, and uaied five 
days later. 

September 5, 1905, Mr. Field was mar- 
ried. in London, England, to Mrs. Caton. 


Cincinnati Millionaire’ Dead. 


Cincinnati, January 16.—Thomas J. 
Emery, multi-millionaire of this city, is 
dead in Egypt, from pneumonia, the 
news having been received here today ‘by 
cable. 

Mr. Emery, who was.an extensive trav- 
eler, went to north Africa during the

Anglo-French Conference. 


During the: morning the British and 
French delegates held a lengthy meeting, 
which is commented on as showing close 
cooperation between Great Britain and 
France. 

Some of the delegates attract more at- 
tention than others. The representativesof 
France and Germany naturally are ob- 
fects of curiosity, but the picturesquely 
@arbed Moroccan delegates, headed by the 
venerable Mohammed E| Torres, foreign 
minister of Moroeco, share the honors 
with the Frenchmen and Germans, 

In the bay the international squadrons 
keep up an intermittent booming of guns 
as members come and go. The Ameri- 
Can squadron lies across the bay inside 
the mote of Gibraltar. From the windows 
of Ambassador White’s room the Stars 
and Stripes on the ‘Brooklyn, the flag- 
ship of Admiral ‘Sigsbee, are plainly 
visible. 

Mr. White and Minister Gummere occu- 
py a site which commands a magnificent 
sweep of Gibraltar and the distant Afri- 
can coast. The American delegates are 
exchanging visits with the members of 
the other embassies, Mr. White’s first vis- 
its being to the Spanish, French, Ger- 
man and Austrian delegates. Messrs. 
White and Gummere received the Moor- 
ish delegates by appointment at noon. 

The Avuntamiento, or town hall, of 
Algeciras has been elaborately fitted up 
for the sessions of the conference. The 
marble staircase is carpeted with red 
velvet and lined with palms, and the 
assembly room, where the delegates will 
confer, is wainscoated with heavy wal- 
mat and looks brilliant with its red cur- 
tains and red carpet. 

The Conference Table. 

The table at which delegates wilt sit 
extends the entire length of the hall. The 
arrangement of the positions of the d@e- 
gates is somewhat significant. The pre- 
siding officer will sit midway in a large 
leather chair. Immediately on the pres- 
idént’s right will be the Germans, Herr 
Von Radowitz, ambassador to Spain, and 
Cotint Von Tattenbach, minjster to Por- 
tugal. 

Then will come the two Belgians, sep- 
arating the Germans from the French deél- 
. egates, headed by M. Revoil, chief of the 
¥rench mission. At the president's left 
- will be the Austrians and Ambassador 
White and - Minister Gummere. The 
United States will thus be flanked by 
Austria on the right and Portugal on the 
left. The plan followed in seating the 
delegates was the aphabetic order of the 
eountries, with modifications for conve- 
niencée, 

There are two'large religious pictures 
in the hall, one at each ena, and electric 
lights and typewriters give the place an 
appearance of being supplied with modern 
wonveniences.

The 
instructions say the American delegates 
will have practically nothing to do with 
the solution of problems of Moroccan /pol- 
itics, save to express the hope ¢hat what- 
ever arrangements may ‘be entered into 
an equality of rights shall be guaranteed 
to the United States.

PHILIPPINE BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Only Seventy-One Votes Against 
Measure 


Refused to Join With Democrats in 
Their Attempt to Overrule 
the Decision of the 
Chair.

Washington, January i6.—(Special.)—

60c|Kets of the world, Senator Clay has 


Officially instituted a movement alive 
with large possibilities to the cotton 
farmers and the mill interests of the 
south and the nation. 
It will be remembered that the 
Georgia legislature, at its last session, 
adopted resolutions advocating the 
creation of such a commission by con- 
gressional enactment. These resolu- 
tions, which are strong and logical, 
have ‘been presented to congress by 
Senator Clay. He has followed up 
this action with the amendment to 
which reference has been made, 
This amendment, after citing the 
importance of finding newer and wider 
markets for American cotton goods, 
calls attention to the enormously in- 


ent and Central and South America. 
The amendment then provides for the 
appointment of a commission by the 
president with congressional sanction, 
“of not less than three nor more than 
five persons, who shall be charged 
with the duty of visiting the territory 
above referred to, with a view to 
Studying the conditions of the mar- 
Kets and with a view to opening new 
avenues tothe tradein American cot- 
ton goods. It shall be the duty of 
said commission to devote itself to 
the important work and mission of 
securing broader and more extensive 
markets for American cotton goods, 
and the sum of $250,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is here- 
by appropriated for the purpose of 
working out the provisions. of. this 
section,” | 
The resolution was referred to the 
committee on agricuiture, and it is to 
be haped that body will take favor- 
able action before the end of the pres 
ent. session. President~ Roosevelt is 
understood to have expressed himself 
in emphatic approval regarding the 
worth and timeliness of the sugges- 
tion, and the friends of the measure 


to insure its enactment. Strong argu. 
ments along the same line were ad- 
vanced at the reecnt session of the 
Southern Cotton Association, and it 
may be safely assumed that nowhere 
is the necessity for the expansion of 
the cotton market more keenly appre- 
ciated than in the ranks of the men 
who produce the staple.

Alabama's. Disfranchisement Law. 
Editor Constitution: There may be any 
number of assertions, and yet none of 
them have the facts behind them. 

It is not difficult tot make many dec- 
| larations, but it is often that they are 
made without the facts underlying them 
and sustaining them. 3 

The statement has frequently been made 
that the election and registration pro- 
visions of the constitution of the state of 
Alabama have not brought about the 
disfranchisement of any white man in the 
state. 

That this proposition can-not be up- 
held mgy be readily determjned by an 
examination of :e official statistics which 
are a result. of the operations of the 
suffrage provisions of the organic law 
of the commonwealth of Alabama and 
its effect upon the electorate of the state. 

There are 232,294 white males of over 
twenty-one years of age in Alabama. 
There were 181,492 whites enrolled upon 
the registration books under the first gen- 
eral registration effective upon adoption 
of the present constitution. There were, 
therefore, 50-802 white males not regis- 
tering as voters. 

Of the 232,294 white males of voting age 
in Alabama, of the 181,492 white males 
of voting age whose names were en- 
rolled upon the registration books in the 
several counties of the state, how many 
are shown to have voted? 

In 1902, following the adoption of the 
“purified’’ electorate, the democratic nom- 
inee for governor -recelved 67,763 votes 
and the republican candidate received 24,- 
421 votes. Prior to the adoption of the 
present constitution, Bryan received 97,- 
13! ballots, while McKinley received 55,- 
512. There were, it must appear, 29,- 
368 white democrats failing to vote for 
governor in Alabama in 1902, although 
there was an active campaign being 
made throughout the. state by the re- 
publican manawers. Parker’s electoral 
ticket. in Alabama, had accredited to it 
but 79.857 balicts.- Out of the white 
registered vote of 181,492 votes, with a 
vote of 79,857 for Parker, where is the 
other 101,635 white votes? 

Right or wrong, good or. bad, the re 
sult shows up that there has been a 
mighty slump from the usual vote; there 
is a happenin, of some sort to cause this. 
The mass of white voters have not just 
‘taken to the woods!”’ 

An old farmer remarked the other day 
that he remembered hearing the demo- 
cratic lawyer politicfans who spoke for 
the new constitution. These campaign- 
ers all said that this instrument would 
isfranchise no white man. The ingenious 
and insidious tsocument had, the old 
farmer said. simply dug a pit Into which 
the unsuspecting man fell into ang dis- 
franchised himself. 

There may be, perhaps, something in the 
lawyer designed phraseology of the Ala- 
bama organic law to please the Géor- 
gian, but there fs absolutely nothing In 
the result, in the showing of Alabama’s 
present electorate, to which a patriotic 
Georgian should wish to see brought home 
to his own commonwealth.
